Through the sponsorship of the Opera F estival Association of Toronto and 
the Women’s Committee much has already been achieved. An impressive collec- 
tion of first-rate young talent has already won the acclaim of critics and public 
in the annual Toronto Festivals. 


It is now important that the Conpany extend its activities so that other 
communities, large and small, may share the experience of a company of Canadian 


singers presenting great opera in a worthy manner. The first step will be taken - 


this season when, under the auspices of the Junior League o Hamilton, the 
Kitchener-Waterloo Rotary Club, and the London Rotary Club, the Company will 
appear in each of these cities.

Act I 


John Sorel, a member of the underground in an 
unnamed dictatorship, stumbles through the door of 
his home, badly wounded in a raid. He barely has 
time to hide when the Secret Police enter, search the 
home and question his wife. When they leave John 
reluctantly decides to leave the country and advises 
his wife Magda to seek help at the Consulate. She 
goes there to be confronted by a stonily efficient 
secretary, and sees how the other applicants for visas 
are being slowly strangled by red tape. 


Act II 


Weeks of waiting have become months and Magda 
in her home watches as John’s mother tries to com- 
fort the sick child. She has a brief nightmare flash in 
which she sees both her husband and child threatened 
by death. Seconds later the Secret Police Agent 
arrives at the same time as Assan the Glasscutter, who 
brings a message from John. Magda decides to return 
to the Consulate and try again. When she enters Nika 
Magadoff, a magician, is trying to impress the secre- 
tary with his tricks, but with no results. The secretary 
denies Magda’s appeal and she cries out against the 
system which requires innumerable documents, papers 
and statements before visas can be granted. The 
secretary for the first time is moved and offers to see 
the consul on her behalf, but this hope is destroyed. 


Act III 


Magda sits in the Consulate and sees one woman 
receive her papers. Then Assan hurries in to tell her 
that John will return unless she can find a way to stop 
him. Magda gives Assan a note for John and leaves 
the Consulate. Alone in the office, the secretary has a 
horrifying nightmare when names and faces of people 
who wanted help confront her. John Sorel enters and 
begs news of his wife but the Secret Police are behind 
him and force him to go with them. 

The secretary, now seriously disturbed, promises 
John that she will phone his wife. Magda, however, 
has gone home, and turned on the gas. As she is dying 
she can see John, his mother and the people she saw 
in the secretary's office. The dream is broken with the 
ringing of the phone, but it is too late for Magda. She 
tries to answer, but death has taken her.

Act II

Quarter. Rodolfo buys Mimi a pink bonnet and the 
lovers go to a table where sit Colline, Marcello and 
Schaunard. Musetta appears with wealthy Alcindoro 


who follows her about slavisly, but Musetta is trying, 


to attract the attention of Marcello who had been her 
lover. She sends Alcindoro off to get her shoe repaired 
and she and Marcello embrace. The Bohemians find 
they have not the money to pay their bill but Musetta 
instructs the waiter to give it to Alcindoro when he 
aad which he does after the others have gone gaily 
off. 


Act III 


This act takes place at a customs-barrier to the city 
of Paris where Marcello and Musetta are living in a 
tavern. Mimi seeks out Marcello to tell him of 
Rodolfo’s insane jealousy. Rodolfo goes to the tavern 
to see Marcello, and Mimi hides, but a fit of coughing 
gives her away. He wishes a reconciliation but she 
refuses. Meanwhile Marcello and Musetta quarrel over 
the latter's flirting, and Mimi finally weakens and 
leaves with Rodolfo. 


Act IV 


Rodolfo and Marcello are back in their garret alone 
having broken off with their mistresses. Colline and 
Schaunard enter with some food, and the four 
Bohemians are celebrating gaily when Musetta bursts 
in, bringing with her Mimi who is very ill. The friends 
place Mimi on Rodolfo’s bed and while the others go 
out to sell their clothing and jewellery for medicine 
and food Rodolfo and Mimi remain alone.

Scene II 


This takes place on the roof-terrace of Simone’s 
house. Maria, Simone’s wife, is busy with the laundry 
when her nephew Filipeto visits her to tell her his 
apprehension about not seeing his bride until the 
wedding and Aunt Maria promises her help. At this 
point visitors unexpectedly arrive. They are Felicia, a 
socially prominent woman and her gentleman friend 
Count Riccardo from Florence. Her husband Cancian 
is there too, following at a respectful distance. Maria 
tells Felicia of Filipeto’s problem and the two concoct 
a plot to help the young people meet. 


Act II 


Lucinda and her stepmother have a scene because 
the former is not impressed with the quality of some 
jewels and laces her stepmother has given her — and 
says so — but the quality is enough to make Lunardo, 
who disapproves of all extravagance, furious. He has 
invited to dinner Maurizio, who is a widower, Simone 
and Cancian and their wives, and plans to announce 
the marriage settlement. Meanwhile Felicia and Maria 
bring Filipeto into the house disguised as a masked 
girl. He is escorted by Riccardo who is also masked. 
Filipeto sees Lucinda and falls in love with her while 
Lucinda is equally delighted with him. Their love 
scene is interrupted by Lunardo with Simone and 
Cancian. Filipeto and Riccardo are hustled out while 
Maurizio arrives agitated because he has lost his son 
who has been seen going about with a stranger. At 
this point Filipeto and Riccardo are discovered and 
the act ends in turmoil. 


Act III 


Lunardo, Simone and Cancian discuss the affair 
and Lunardo is determined to break the engagement. 
They decide, however, that they will be unable to 
punish the three wives since none is prepared to live 
without them. The wives arrive, pretending repent- 
ance, Lunardo finally gives in, and the young people 
are united.
